Hydrocarbons Packag e: The Framework Law was resubmitted to the Oil and Gas Committee on October 26, 
2008 and then returned to the Council of Ministers. There has been no progress on the other three laws in the 
package.

Organizations operating within Iraq. 
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POLITICAL - Refugee Update 



■ There are almost 229,000 Iraqi refugees currently registered with the UN High 
Commissioner for Refugees (UNHCR) in neighboring countries and an undetermined 
number of unregistered refugees. UNHCR reports that 1.5 million Iraqis remain 
internally displaced due to sectarian violence following the Samarra Mosque bombing of 
February 2006. 

■ Since the beginning of 2008, some 464,000 Iraqis have returned to their neighborhoods in 
Iraq. The majority of the Iraqis returning were internally displaced persons. 

■ In FY09, the U.S. Government contributed $387 million to international and 
nongovernmental organizations to assist Iraqi refugees, internally displaced, and conflict 
victims. 

■ Since the program's inception in FY07, 43,845 Iraqi refugees have been admitted to the 
U.S. for resettlement. 

■ As of September 2009, a total of 1,143 Special Immigrant Visa (SIVs) have been issued for 
Iraqi translators and interpreters (and their dependents) since FY07 (under the Section 
1059 program). 

■ As of September 2009, a total of 1,716 SIVs have been issued for Iraqis employed by the 
U.S. government (and their dependents) since FY08 (under the Section 1244 program). 
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SECURITY - Situation Update 

Wave of violence hits Baghdad as insurgents respond to terror leaders' deaths 

Intelligence from Arrest of High Ranking AQI Leader led Authorities to Top Leadership: 

• Intelligence gathered following the arrest of Abdul Rahim al-Rawi, the man known as 
al-Qaida's "Governor" in Baghdad, is what led Iraqi authorities to locate the three al-Qaida 
in Iraq (AQI) leaders killed in two recent raids conducted by joint ISF and U.S. Forces. 
Al-Rawi was detained last month, but his arrest was not disclosed until now. Iraq's Minister 
of National Security Affairs Sharwan al-Waili said the arrest "led to the dismantling of the 
entire network" and that "the map of the entire insurgency in Iraq is now clear to us." 

Wave of Violence Targets Shi'a Neighborhoods Following Leaders' Deaths: 

• At least 58 people were killed, and nearly 200 injured, following a series of car bombings 
targeting Shi'a neighborhoods in Baghdad. The bombings come less than a week after the 
top two AQI leaders were killed by ISF and U.S. Forces in an early morning raid. The 
violence is considered an attempt by the terrorist group to reassert strength. 

ISI Acknowledges Leaders' Deaths; Vows to Continue Fig ht: 

• The Islamic State of Iraq (ISI) has acknowledged the deaths of two of the umbrella group's 
top leaders, ISI head Abu Omar al-Baghdadi and AQI overall leader Abu Ayyub al-Masri. 
ISI released a statement on a jihadist website acknowledging the deaths and vowing to 
continue fighting. No immediate successors were named.

Iraq's pipeline repair capabilities prevent recent sabotage of the Iraq-Turkey pipeline from 
being a crisis 

Pipeline Damages Repaired in Four Days: 

• Iraq resumed pumping crude oil from the Kirkuk oil fields to the port of Ceyhan in 
Turkey after a bomb attack stalled the exports for four days. The Iraq-Turkey pipeline 
is "an artery through which Iraq pumps one-fourth of its crude shipments," said Imad 
Baqr, head of the production department at the North Oil Co. The explosion was an 
"act of sabotage," he said. A similar pipeline attack in December also halted oil exports 
for four days before flows resumed normal patterns.

• Etihad Airways, the United Arab Emirates' national carrier, announced the start of five 
regular return flights per week to Baghdad with the first plane departing on April 27. The 
airline plans to expand service routes to the northern Iraqi city of Erbil on June 1 as 
security and business environments improve.
